Sakui failed to show or suggest the 
combination of a latch circuit coupled to receive an output from a switching device 
wherein the gate of the switching device adapted to receive a gate signal which having 
a magnitude within a range between a first threshold magnitude and a second threshold 
magnitude of the switching device.
